over it in

create tho impression that tho wind 
had blown them thorc. 
A couplo of largo stones 
with 
fresh blood stains 
on 
thorn 
were 
found near by. All tho bruises and 
fractures 
on tho girl's 
head, on 
which lay a largo sized stone, show 
that thoy woro tho instruments 
of 
hor death. 
Tho body was 
remov-e- n 
to tho former home, where 
tho 
corner examined it and found that 
tho unforunato girl had beon crim 
inally assualted by tho 
fiend 
who 
afterwards slow her. 
News 
of 
tho horriblo 
crime 
spread like wildfire, and in a very 
short timo a posse ot citizens 
was 
formed witji 
tho determination 
to 
burn tho murderer 
at tho stake. 
Scouts wero sent out in all

tions to find some clew

and bloodhounds

the vicinity of tho spring the party 
ame upon .tho body in the corner 
of a fence, carefully 
covered with 
leaves and with 
a largo 
bloody 
stone on hor head. 
Sho 
had evidently died aftor a 
terrible fight, as tho signs showed 
that sho had mado a most desperate 
strugglo 
for honor. 
Ono of tho 
membors of the family camo to the 
city and gave tho alarm.

oner was notified, and proccedod at 
onco to tho scono. 
Later reports state that more than
